TSlir~ ESQ UIMALT ELECTION 
MATT KB. 

Tho result of this long-pending case is 
before the country. Mr. Hett has beon 
unseated upon a scrutiny of the votes and 
Mr. Pooley declared to have been duly 
elected. Certain points are reBorved for 
the full court to-day, but they will not 
affect the issue. Mr. Hett's position 
from the first was regarded as untenable, 
and people are surprised that he did not 
retiro from the contest the moment he 
ascertained that illegal votes had been 
cast for him. But he fouyht tho case 
inch by inch, consumed the tune of the 
court and piled up a mountain of legal 
costs. Had it not for boon hia obstinato 
resistance Mr. Hett would bo entitled to 
some- consideration at tho hands of the 
country ; but he has forfeited all chums 
upon it for tho payment of hia costs. The 
seating of Mr. Pooley gives tho finishing 
stroko to Mr. Boaveu's government which 
was already tottering. It is to bo hoped 
that within the next few days the country 
will have seen tho last of the corrupt 
cabal. 

SUPREME COURT. 

[Before Mr. Justico Gray.] 

Wednesday, Nov. J 5, 1882. 

KSQUIUALT El.RCTION PETITION. 

Mr.Theo. Davio for tho petitioner ; Mr. 
McElmen, Mr. Pollard and Mr. Walls for 
tho respondent. 

Sir M. B. Begbie and Hon. Mr. Jus- 
tice McCrcight occupied seats on the 
bench. 

His lordship, shortly after eleven 
o'clock, proceeded to deliver tho follow- 
ing jodombxt: 

in the matter of tho Esquimalt election 
1882. Tho trial of tho controverted elec- 
tion act, 1871. 

Michael Muir petitioner. 

Tho lion. J. Roland Hett, respond- 
ent. 

Tho object of the above act as set forth 
in the preamble, is to make provision for 
enquiring into controverted elections and 
disputed returns of members to sorvo in 
tho legislature. In the first section it is 
enacted that no return shall he question- 
ed except in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the act. In other sections the 
meanings of the different terms used arc 
declared, the ingredients of an election 
petition pointed out, the course of prac- 
tice defined, and regulations as to the 
modo and nature of the security for costs 
wet forth. It is further provided that in 
tho absence of rules made for the practice 
proceduro, costs and trial of election pe ; 



capacitated from voting, though 
ho is permitted to hold lauds and 
enjoy other privileges; and by the local 
Act of 1801, provision tor t.'ie naturaliza- 
tion of aliens is expressly made, but no- 
where is any right conferred upon an 
alien, as such, to vote. Then by the lo- 
cal qualification and voters' Act of 1870, 
the right to vote is especially set forth 
•and conferred. By the local qualification 
and voters' Act,. 1870, the right to vote is 
conferred " on males of 21 years of age, 
not disqualified by that Act or any other 
law in force ill the province, being enti- 
tled within the province to the privileges 
of a native-born British subject, having 
resided within the province for twelve 
months, otc." 

Joseph Lavender, whoso vote is objected 
to swears that lie'is about 47 years of age, 
was born in North Carolina, in the United 
States, where his parents lived, and whore 
ho supposed they were born, though he 
didn't know. That he has resided in tho 
province about 20 years, and sometime in 
1800 took the oath of allegiance for the 
purpose of getting married in this prov- 
ince, having been told j that that was 
necessary, but before whom or where, he 
could not tell. No record is produced; 
no official act is shown; no compliance 
with any statutory provision in force, 
at the time respecting aliens or naturali- 
zation. The onus of proof of change of 
country rests on those who seek to get 
the benefit of this change. Nothing is 
shown which can deprive Lavender of tho 
rights he inherited by his American birth. 
Nothing to confer on him the rights he 
could acquire by becoming a British sub- 
ject. It is something too absurd to say 
ho had, in this province, to take tho oath 
of allegiance to yet married, and he de- 
tines that to be the sole object he had in 
taking it. If he did take it, he docs not 
come within the qualification and registra- 
tion of voters' Act, and his vote must, 
therefore, be struck off. 

The objections lo Mr. MeNally's vote 
having been withdrawn by the petitioner's 
counsel, during the progress of the trial, 
renders its consideration unnecessary. 

The only other question of alienage is 
that of James Curtis Scott, whose vote 
was objected to by the respondent on the 
ground of his being an American citizen. 
Scott swears that he is all Irishman, was 
born in the North of Ireland anil never 
renounced his allegiance. That ho laud- 
ed in this province on tho 1st of August, 
1858; lived here since then — 2-1 or 25 
years. In 1801, went to San Francisco 
for four months for his health— the only 
time he has been absent. Ho had, in 
1855, previous to coming to the province, 
enlisted in the American army in the 
Ninth Regiment of Infantry, and was 
discharged in 1857; states that on joining 
he was informed by Lieutenant Miller, 
the Recruiting Ollicer, that he would not 
have to renounce his allegiance, or else he 
would hare refused — that lie never did; 
ami that when ho enlisted in New- York, 
he swore to serve live years, or until he 



irregularity to prevail that a departure is 
to be tolerated. It would be establishing 
a most dangerous precedent to declare 
that a presiding officer may disregard the 
instructions, and the consequences of 
such disregard bo avoided by simply 
shewing that in the opinion of some per- 
sons or such a majority of persons no pre- 
judice was created. It would thus be 
substituting the opinion of interested or 
irresponsible persons for the positive en- 
actments of the legislature. Such a 
course is not to be encouraged. In the 
view I take of this case the non compli- 
ance complained of in this particular in- 
stance does not invalidate the election and 
did not affect the majority of voters, or in 
other words its results; but it affects 
Dingle's vote which consequently must 
be struck off; it cannot be allowjd. 

Wo must now turn to tho validity of 
the objection to the three votes of Somple, 
Whetstone and Muir, on the ground of 
double registration.

framed in England under tho " Parlia 
inentary Election Ac:. 18G8," and so far 
as such last mentioned rules do not ex- 
tend, the principles, practice and rules on 
which committees of the House of Com- 
mons in England had theretofore acted in 
dealing' with election petitions shall be 
observed so far as may be, by tho cturt 
and judgo in the caso of election petitions 
under the act. No local regulations hav- 
ing been made, then English rules aro in 
force. They are found in 37 L. I. R., p. 
1. Thoy give, the form of the petition, 
and the rules 7~and 8 provide that when 
a petitioner claims tho seat for an unsuc- 
cessful candidate, alleging that he had a 
majority of lawful votes, there shall be an 
interchange of the list of voto3 intended 
to be objected to, and of the heads of ob- 
jections to each such voto, and no evi- 
dence shall be given against tho validity 
of any vote, nor upon any hecul of objec- 
tion not specified in the list, except by 
leavo of the court upon terms; and by 
the 2nd and 27th sections of the contro- 
verted election act, 1871, the supreme- 
court of British Columbia is constituted 
tho election court, and clothed with a 
power jurisdiction and authority with re- 
ferenco to an election petition and the 
proceedings thereon, as it would have if 
such petition were an ordinary cause 
within its jurisdiction. 

Thus the chart to guide all parties is 
clear. What each one wants, what each 
ono objects to should bo stated, propor 
notico of the objections interchanged, and 
tho trial limited theroto. 

Tho potition in the present caso is 
within the form and tho act. The peti- 
tioner alleges that persons voted who 
woro not entitled to voto. That had thoy 
not voted, the respondent would not 
have been returned, but that Charles Ed- 
ward Pooley, another of tho candidates, 
had a majority of lawful votes, and pray- 
ed that it might be determined that the 
said respondent was not duly elected or 
returned, and that the said Charles Ed- 
ward Pooley was duly elected and ought 
to havo been returned. -This petition 
was filed on the 10th of August. On the 
28th of September the list of votes, with 
the grounds of objection thereto, were 
severally interchanged between the peti- 
tioner and respondent, und duly filed ;and 
after many motions and arguments on 
preliminary points in tho cause, tho trial 
of theso objections caino on to bo hoard 
on October 5th, and was continued Cth, 
<Jth, 10th, 24th, 25th, 26th and 28th. 

The election return gave tho respond- 
ent 74 votes, Mr. Pooley 73. Of these 
votes petitioner objected to five, namely, 
those of Joseph Lavender,Thomas McNal- 
ly, A. Whetstone, R. Semple, and A. C. 
Muir ; to the two first on tho ground of 
alienage ; to the three last on the ground 
of double registration, contrary to tho re- 
gistration act at the time of voting. Of 
these votes the respondent objected to 
two, namely, those of James Curtis Scott, 
and William Dingle. To tho first on the 
ground that ho was an American citizen ; 
to the second, thai being an illiterate per- 
son and unable to read or writo, his voto 
was not takon in accordance with tho 
provisions of the ballot act in such case 
made and provided. 

The objections may therefore be tlms 
classified: three on the ground of alien- 
age, three on tho ground of double regis- 
tration and ono on the ground of non- 
compliance with the provisions of the act 
at the time of voting. 

The question of alienage is a compound 
quostion of law and fact. The place of 
birth carries with it tho right and duty of 
allegiance, except under cortain statutory 
provisions, or circumstances recognized 
by tho law of nations. It may, however, 
bo divested by compliance with the pro- 
visions of tho laws on that subject in tho 
country of which tho alien desires to bo- 
come a citizen, but his intention eo to do 
must bo manifost, and must bo manifested 
in tho modo prescribed by the law of 
naturalization of tho country which ho 
adopts. Mere domicile does not divest 
allegiance or confer naturalization in the 
province of British Columbia. Thoro was 
enforced legislation oi* this subject be- 
fore confederation, and since by the Do- 
minion Parliament. By the Imperial Act, 
7 and 8 Vol., C. 60, introduced into the 
Province in 18D8, an alien is W 



document, and that ho was honorably 
charged. Mr. Allan Francis, I'. S. Con 
sul, was called by the respondent to pfov 
that under the American laws, becoming 
a soldier and taking the oath, a man bo- 
conies a naturalized citizen, but Mr. Fran- 
cis, though expressing that as his opinion, 
said there were laws in the United 
States referring to aliens, that he was not 
an expert in the laws of tho United 
States, and his examination shows his 
knowledge to be too vague to bo of much 
weight on that point. The inference to 
be drawn is not sufficiently strong to over- 
ride the positive oath of Scott as to the 
circumstances of his enlistment. To de- 
prive him of his birthright as a British 
subject he must be shown to have adopt- 
ed another country in accordance with 
the laws of that country regulating such 
adoption, and the onus is on the party 
objecting to produce thai proof. His 
vote must, therefore be allowed to stand. 

With reference to Dingle the evidence 
clearly shews that the directions of the 
statute as to the mode in which illiterate 
persons should voto were not complied 
with. Those directions fire sol out in 
section 13 of the 1st schedule of the Ballot 
Act, 1877, chap. 08, consolidated statutes, 
and the form of declaration is given in 
the second schedule, liy the 25th section 
of tiie ai t tUelf, "Tho schedules to the 
Act, and the notes thereto, and directions 
therein shall be construed and have effect 
as part of the Act.;" but by the 21st sec- 
tion of the r-.ct itself it is enacted "that 
no election shall be declared invalid by 
reason of a non compliance with tho rules 
contained in the first schedule to this act 
or any mistake in the use of the forms in 
the second schedule to this act, if it ap- 
pears to the tribunal having cognizance 
of the question that the election was 
conducted in accordance witli tho princi- 
ples laid down in the body of this act, and 
that such non compliance or mistake did 
not affect the result of the election. 

Tho principles are to be sought in the 
body of the act, being in no part separ- 
ately defined. The body of the aot is for 
tho enforcement of vote by ballot, the 
principle of which is socresy, the rule in 
the schedule is that the illiterate [tcrson 
practically shall vote openly in the pre- 
sence of certain parties, therefore not in 
accordance with the principle laid down 
in tho body of the act, though by the 25th 
section the schedule is to be construed 
and have effect as part of the act. How- 
ever difficult it may be to reconcile Hucii 
apparent inconsistency it must be dono if 
it can be done. Tho learned counsel for 
the petitioner contends that while the 
bodv of the ">ct is imperative the schedules 
are simply directory, and unless it can bo 
shewn that the non compliance with the 
directions in tho schedules has prejudici- 
ally affected the opposing party a strict 
adherence to them is not required. Tho 
cases of Wood ward, petitioner, vs. Sardons 
& Soddler, respondents, the Birmingham 
Municipal Election Petition L. Times It,. 
32, vol. 807, also in L. B. to C. 1'. 723; 
and Northcoto, petitioner Pulsford A 
Guppy, respondents, the Barnstable Muni- 
cipal Election L. T. R. 32, vol. 002, when 
examined do not go to the extent claimed, 
though clearly deciding that "the non 
observance of tho rules or forms which is 
to render tho election invalid must be so 
great as to amount to n conducting of the 
election in a manner contrary to the 
principle of an election by ballot, and 
must be so great, as to satisfy tho tribunal 
that it did affect or might have affected 
the majority of the voters or in other 
words the result of tho election. The 
question hero is not as lo invalidate the 
election on account of any departure from 
the act. No such pretence has been put 
forward on either aide. It is simply a 
question as to one particular vote, and 
the principles of the act may have been 
carried out correctly as to tho 
whole election though the particular dir- 
ections in the schedule its to the mode of 
taking this one particular vote may not 
have been complied with. 

I think, however, the true construction 
of section 21 requires that the directions 
pointed out by the act should be adherod 
to as closely as possible, and it is only 
whon tho greater wrong of invalidating an 
election, or substantially affecting its re- 
sults would bo inflictodjby permitting an 
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have been cited, referred 
to and discussed - twelve 
acts in six years on the 
ame or cognate subjects, 
idntalnlng directions, al- 
terations, exceptions, ex- 
emptions, sections, suusee- 
tions, schedules, provi- 
sions, qualifications and 
sometimes of the 
Boinottmcs of parts;

far as is consistent with 
thi tenor thereof, to he 
construed as parts of each 
oilier and of the whole. 
Kortuuatcly at the close of 
the argument on the last 
day Mr. Pollard, counsel 
for the respondent, to use 
t miner's expression, 
"touched bedrock," which 
(or the purposes of this 
juihrmcnt narrows the dis- 
cussion most materially 
L'p to that time, there 
had been a nood deal of 
prospecting. 

The facts with reference to Whetstone 
and Seinplo are that their names were 
registered on the alleged voters' list at 
Cariboo at the time they registered at 
Esquimalt and were on both registers, 
namely, on Cariboo and Esquimalt, 
at the time they voted in duly at 
Esquimalt for the respondent. Both of 
them had been residents in the Cariboo 
district many years ago, and at that time 
had their names registered. Both had 
left that district and resided in Esquimalt 
for many years. One before leaving had 
verbally requested the collector of votes 
to strike his name oil', but neither gave 
the matter tho slightest consideration, or 
appears to have thought for one moment 
that his name was continued on the Cari- 
bou list. The same observation may to a 
great, extent be made with reference to 
Muir, who had resided at Nanaimo and 
had his name when there placed on the 
Nanaimo list of voters but had left Na- 
naimo many years since, and had resided 
at Esquimalt and had his name placed on 
the Esquimalt list. He was under the 
impression he had requested to have his 
name removed from the Nanaimo list, but 
failed to give any proof of having so done 
in accordance with the provisions re- 
quired by the statute, and in fact his 
name was on both lists at the time he 
registered at Esquimalt and continued on 
both lists at the time he voted at Esqui- 
malt. There is not tho slightest moral 
delinquency or attempt at evasion or per- 
sonation to be charged against either of 
these men. It is a question of law-- of 
statutory enactmont. 

By sect. 14 of the Ballot Act 1877. No 
person shall be entitled to vote at any 
election for an electoral district unless 
liiB name is on the register of voters for 
the time being in force for such district. 
But nothing in that section shall entitle 
any person to voto who is prohibited 
from voting by any statute, or by reason 
of any disability. By sect. 15 of the 
qualification and registration of voters' 
Act 1870 following tho provisions of pre- 
vious acts it is onacted — that "any per- 
son whose name is on the register of two 
or more electoral districts who shall per- 
mit his name to remain on more than one 
register shall have no right to rote at any 
flection of a member to serve in the legis- 
lative assembly" and sect. 11 of tho sumo 
Act enacts that the several registers of 
roterj then in force should be deemed re- 
vised registers made by authority of that 
act — pruvided that if the name of any 
person is improperly placed on the regis- 
ter of votors— the vote of such person 
shall — notwithstanding his name appears 
upon tho register of voters — be null and 
void and shall not be collided. This Act 
was passed — it is to bo noted— in May 
LS7<i. Sect. 18 of the same Act enacts 
that no person whose name is on tho reg- 
ister of voters for an electoral district 
shall send in his claim to vote in any 
other electoral district until he shall have 
caused his name to be removed from such 
register, and sect. 19 provides that his 
name shall be removed from the register 
of voters of the district by the collector 
of the district on written request of the 
person to the collector duly propaid and 
proof that such request was deposited in 
the post office in a prepaid letter address- 
ed to the collector or proof that such re- 
quest was personally delivered to him 
shall be deemed proof that the mime of 
such person lw* been removed from the reij- 
ister. 

In Seinplo's case, the evidence is sworn 
to, and is uncontradicted that he resided 
in Cariboo ono season, that before he left 
Cariboo in 1875, he made a verbal re- 
quest to Samuel Archor, tho thon collect- 
or of votes to havo his name romoved 
from tho register of that electoral dis- 
trict who replied, "all right," and that 
since Nov. 1875, when he left — ho has 
not been there and that he had no idea 
of his name being on any other than tho 
Esquipialt liat. TJios, Elwyn, the dep- 
uty provincial secretary and clerk of the 
ex. council, proves that Samuel Archor 
was collector of votes for that district 
from 4th April 1374- during 1875— and 
to 2nd June 1870. In Semple's case 
thoroforc, wo havo proof that a request to 
have his namo removed, was by him de- 
livered personally to the collector and 
sect. 19 sayB that shall be deemed proof 
that his name has been removed. Thus 
by operation of law it was removed from 
the Cai'jboo list, and so far as his name 
is legally only on the Esquimalt list. It 
cannot be contended that the fact of its 
Vicing kept "improperly" on by the col- 
lector of votes, can operate to his dam- 
age. A party having his name on two 
registers, or permitting it to remain on 
more than ono, not only forfeits his right 
to voto, but is liable to a severe penalty. 
If he has complied with the statutory 
provision to have it removed and the stat- 
uto says, that proof of such compliance 
shall bo deemed proof that it has been re- 
moved, it would bo contrary to every 
principle of justice, to punish him, be- 
cause in fact, tho official did not actually 
remove it. The term " improperly " un- 
der such circumstances must have refer- 
ence to the Act or conduct of the party 
whoso privilege is attacked — not of tho 
execution officer whose duty it is to re- 
cord. There is no such thing as subject- 
ing a man to ponftl' 1 '» or punishing him 
for an offence ■~oiiunjtted by another 
without his know! , dgo or against his will, 



and under sect. 17 it is to bo observed 
there are two modes of having the name 
romoved 1st, by a written, request pro- 
paid and posted, 2nd, by a request person- 
ally delivered. The term "such" in the 
section has reference to tho substance of 
the request nut to the mode. Scrapie's 
vote must therefore bo counted. This 
reduces tho question to two votes those 
of Whetstone and Muir. In Muir's 
case, there can he no question. His 
name was clearly on both lists, the Na- 
naimo list and tho Esquimalt list at the 
time he voted at Esquimalt and no proof 
whatever is shown that he made any re- 
quest in accordance with tho stat- 
ute to havo his name removed 
from tho Nanaimo list. His vote 
therefore must be struck off. 

If the party by whom the objection 
to the voters is raised indicated in any 
way the side on which he votod Whetstone 
thus becomes thepivot man and the legality 
of his vute will turn upon the construct- 
ion of the two Acts of 1875 and 1870, 
both touching the qualification and regis- 
tration of votors. The provious act of 

1874 on tho same subject, by sect. 10 
preserved the oxisting registers made un- 
der the Acts of 1871 and 1872 for theso 
existing purposes. 

The Act of 1875 made new arrange- 
ments for tho making of tho voters' 
lists by tho collector both as to time and 
the mode in which tho claim to vote 
should be sent in. Certain steps have to 
be taken between the 1st of May and the 
1st of Juno in each year by the collector 
and the claimant to voto; tho latter being 
required to send in a statutory declara- 
tion as to the nature of his claim to vote. 
By sect. 9 tho collector was before the 
10th of June in each year to mako out an 
alphabetical list of all persons who, on 
or before the 1st day of June then uoxt 
preceding, shall have claimed as aforesaid 
or In .tacit districts us have been exempted 
who are on tlie registers of voters for the 
electoral district and if the said collector 
shall have reasonable cause to believe 
that any person whose name shall appear 
in such list of claimants relating to his 
district or division is not entitled to havo 
his name upon the register then nat to be 
mode, he shall add the word "objocted" or 
"dead" as bo may have reasonable cause 
to believe, and he is on or before the 
10th of Juno in every year to post up the 
same, etc., and deliver written copies to 
applicants, etc., and by sect.'s 10 and 11 
provision is made relative to tho testing 
any objections, etc. On the first of Au- 
gust in each year the collector is to hold 
a court of revision, of which one mouth's 
notico is to be given for having and de- 
termining objections and for retaining or 
striking oil' names. And by sect. 14 
such revised list lias to oome into force 
oil the 15th August in each year. By 
sect. 15 the several registers of voters 
then in force (that is on the 22ud of 
April 1875 when the Act was passed) 
were until the register was revised by 
virtue of that Act, to be deemed lo be re- 
vised registers under that Act. I'ruvidod 
that if the name of any person is improp- 
erly placed on the register of voters, 
tho vote of such person shall, notwith- 
standing his name appears upon the reg- 
ister of voters, be null and void and not 
be counted. 

By the 20th section the time fur carry- 
ing into effect the sovoral provisions of 
the act, was extended during the year 

1875 on the mainland for one month. 
Thus after the provisions of that act 

were carried out, the obi registers would 
cease to be legal or operative. But in 
the 7th section there is a proviso author- 
izing tho Lieutenant Governor in Council 
to exempt any and every electoral dis- 
trict and tho electors thereof from the 
necessity of sending to the collector 
notice of their claim to vote in oach year, 
and he may oxtond tho time for so doing 
to any ported; but so nevertheless that 
the no! ices of claim shall be sent to the 
collector of every electoral district once 
at least in four years. 

Under this proviso by proclamation in 
the Royal Gazette, dated May 1st 1875, 
the Cariboo district was exempted from 
the requirements of that act as to sending 
in their claims until the 1st of May 1870, 
and before the 1st of June 1S"0; on 
which day the collector was to have had 
in notices of the claims, and initiated 
the now lists under sec. 9 to be ready by 
the 10th of , I tine, to wit on the 19th oi 
May, 1870, the act of 1875 was repealed, 
and by the 9th sec. of the repealing act 
of 1.-170, the several registers then in force 
- that is on the 19th of May 1870, were 
to be deemed revised registers made by 
authority of that act. What register was 
thon in force in Cariboo on that day I 

By the 15th section of the act of 1870, 
it was enacted tho several registers in 
force at the lime of its passing, that is un 
the 22nd April 1875, should until revised 
j by virtue of that act bo deemed revised 
j registers made by authority thereof. 

Coder the 9th section of the act of 
1875, the duly of tlie collector of votes 
; was two fold: 1st, to make out according 
to schedule 10 in that act an alphabeti- 
cal list of all persons who on or before the 
1st day of June shall have claimed as 
therein provided. 2ndly, or in such 
districts as shall have beon exempted who 
are on the registers of voters for the elec- 
toral district.'' 

Caribou having been exempted no court 
of revision fur the purpose qf making the 
revised lists could be held there as re- 
quired by the act on the 1st of August 
1875, or within the one month's extended 
time given to the mainland; and before 
the 1st of August 18?0 when the next 
court cuuld be held the act of 1875 was 
repealed. Thus thoro could be no revised 
lis"; in Cariboo under tho now arrange- 
ments of the act of 1875; and the list 
made, of tin- jti'rsons tvho were then on the 
register of voters for tho electoral district, 
boing a district, that had been exempted, 
would be the list. And by tho 15th sec- 
tion of the act of 1875 is to be deemed to 
be " the revised register made by author- 
ity of that act. " This would consequently 
bo tho register in force. By tho 9th sec- 
tion of the act of 1870 — the register then 
in force — that is the one just referred to, 
was to be deemed tho revised register un- 
der that act, that is the aot of 1870, and 
" made by authority thereof," and Mas 
consequently the register in force on thu 
19th of May 1870, or the register of vo- 
ters in Cariboo in 1882, which 
until tho contrary be shown 
must be presumed to be ill accordance 
in accordance with tho Act of 1870 and 
the existing law — on tho principle of 
"Omnea presumuntur rite et solomnitcr 
esse ada douce probelur in contrarium," 
Whetstone's name is still found. And 
that same 9th section says: "If tho name 
of any person is improperly placed on the 
register of voters, the vole of that person 
shall, notwithstanding his namo appears 
upon the register, bo null and void and 
shall not be counted." And to ropoat, sec- 
tion 15 says: "Any person whoso name 
is on the register of votors of two or more 
electoral districts who shall permit his 
namo to romnin on more than one regis- 
ter shall have no right to vote at any elec- 
tion of a moinber to serve in tho legisla- 
tive assembly, and if under suoh circum- 
stances ho does vote, he shall be liable to 
a penalty of S50 and in default of pay 



merit imprisonment not exceeding one 
month. 

Whetstone's name was therefore on two 
lists, the Cariboo list at the time ha sent 
in his claim to vote at Esquimalt, and on 
the Cariboo and Esquimalt lists at the 
time he voted. 

General legislation with the concession 
of unlimited power^orsectional exemption 
from the operation of the law is frequent- 
ly accompanied with great inconvenience 
and sometimes with injustice. Had Cari- 
boo not been exempted the new lists un- 
der the Act of 1875 would have been 
made and Whetstone's name have disap- 
peared because he sent in no claim. Be- 
ing exempted the old lists were preserved 
and his name remains. 

No evidence is shown that cither by 
written or personal request ill accordance 
with the statute ho sought to have it re 
moved, and therefore there was no opera- 
tion of law by which it was romoved. HiB 
namo being on two lists bis voto under 
the statute is null and void and cannot In 
counted. 

There were three other points put for- 
ward and strongly pressed by the counsel 
for the respondent after the evidence was 
closed and on the final argument to 
which I wish briefly to refer. 

The Brat as to mi alleged irregularity in 
tho conduct of the returning officer in 
reference to the counting and sealing up 
the votes tinder the Ballot Act. Without 
entering into the evidence on this point, 
which is somewhat confused, it is to be 
observed that if the irregularity were 
proved, which it really is not, il was an 
irregularity which had no influence what- 
ever on the election, and is not even as- 
serted in any way to have affected the re- 
sult and therefore clearly comes within 
the decision laid down ill Woodward 
against Seasons; but important as the 
counsel tried to make it on the argu- 
ment it was not even taken as one of the 
ubjeciions interchanged between the par- 
ties. Nor is the conclusion which he 
sought to draw from it, assuming it to be 
SUstaiued, at all tenable or logical. He 
most carefully avoids contending that ad- 
mitting it to have been m violation of 
the statute it would have invalidated the 
election, for that would at once strike 
away the respondent's seat, but that being 
in violation of the statute, it took away 
the court's .jurisdiction, that is that the 
fact of an irregularity or violation of the 
statute by tho returning ollicer takes 
away the power of the court to enquire 
into the return which by the statute it is 
expressly empowered and directed to do, 
and that consequently the very violation 
would enable a party, who was not legully 
entitled to hold the seat, to hold it by 
means of the violation, a direct premium 
to an ollicer to disobey his orders and 
violate the law, a conclusion to which no 
leiral mind could assent. 
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that .Mr. I'oolcj was legally qualified to become a 
candidate -or to hold a s^at as a member. Nor. only 
was this objection not taken und interchanged, 
though the petitioner from the first claimed the scat 
for Mi. Pooley, but 1 hold that havlinr been received 
at the time oi holding the election as a candidate, 
being voted for as a candidate, anil in accordance 
with the language of the statute, ami under its pro- 
visions, during the election— enjoyed and exercised 
tho privileges of a candidate, and also on this dial 
tip to the last moment, it is no more n co3Har.v to 
gIVQ evidence of that fact on his part now, than it 
would he to call upon the respondent to givs evi- 
dence of the aame character on Ids part, and con- 
tend that he was nut entitled to hold Ills scat, be- 
cause it was not shown that he was legally qualified 
to become a candidate, both were candidate:*, both 
stood in pan passu. There was a time when each 
could have taken the same objection to tho other. 
Neither did, Under the rules ami practice of tic 
court, such objection must he distinctly raised. 
Thev have not on either side, ami It 1» now entirely 
too late when the evidence lias been closed and the 
opportunity of proof is aoiie. 

Thirdly— The objection to the constitutionality ol 
this power of exemption ill local legislation relative 
to election matters for the Local llouzc, is done 
away hv the decision in the ijiu-eii against llurah 
I.. It. A|>p. Ca- BM>. Til* power of legislating on 
their own local constitution, excepting as to the 
Licuten&nt'Clovernor, is by the Hrilidi North Amer- 
ica Act, 18(17, expressly {riven to the several prov- 
inces, and the power ol exemption from, aa well an 
the power of authorization to carry out such legisla- 
tion, necessarily comes within the limits of the eon- 
ceded power, and Is thoroughly In accord with the 
authority cited hv the learned counsel for the re- 
spondent from the works on confederation, 

Whether such power is wisely or unwisely exer- 
cised the people themselves must Judge— but the 
power is there 

All of these points I therefore distinctly decide 
against, and at the same time deckle that there is no 
ground whatever.show'n to me for Invalidating or 
setting aside the election. It is simply a question of 
count. 

With reference to thecostsof these proceedings, 1 
adjudge that, (with the exception of those ordered 
tone paid by the petitioner to the respondent on the 
30th of August last) they being taxed by the proper 
officer, according to the provisions of the trial of 
Controverted Election Aet, 1S71, and he paid as 
therein provided. 

The Itegistrar will now proceed to examine the 
votes declared invalid under tho order which I now 
make. 

ORDER. 

It is hereby ordered that tlie Registrar of the Su- 
premo Court do forthw ith, hi open court, In tile 
presence of the court ami the counsel for the peti- 
tioner and respondent, open the sealed packet of 
counterfoils and inspect among the counted ballot- 
papers now in his custody as Registrar of the Su- 
preme Court, in the order hereinafter named, sev- 
erally tho ballot-papers of Joseph Lavender. William 
Dingle, Archibald Colin Muir, Abraham Whetstone, 
severally used by the above-named parties at the 
election for the Kleetoral District of Esquiinalr, 
hidden on tho 81th July, IsS--', it having been proved 
before this court that the said parties did several Ij 
voto at the said election, anil that the cote of each 
one has been declared invalid. 

Tin-: scrutiny. 
The learned Judgo then directed Mr. 
Rogistrar Prevost to produce the ballots 
and counterfoils of Joseph Lavender, A. 
C. Muir, A. Whetstone and William 
Dingle. 

While tho Registrar was absent tho 
learned Judyo said the scrutiny must re- 
mind the court of the game of " blind 
hooky," since no one was supposed to 
know who those men had voted for save 
the individuals themselves. 

The Registrar presently returned with 
a sealed package, which he openod under 
tho direction of the court. 

Joseph Lavender's registered number 
was 212 on the voters' list, and o"i& on 
the ballot-papers. His voto was found 
to have been cast for Hett and was strick- 
en off. 

Wm. Dingle's registered number was 
44. Hia ballot-paper was 2'J8. tie was 
found to havo voted for Pooley. The 
vote was stricken oil'. 

A. C. Muir's rogisterod number was 
218, and his ballot-paper No. 1'Ju. He 
had cast for Ifett, and his vote was 
stricken off. 

The interest now centered in Abraham 
Whetstone's vote. One vote having been 
taken olf Pooley 'a 73, and two off Hett's 
74 left each candidate a tie. 

There were about 40 persons in court 
who craned their necks when the ballot- 
paper was opened. It was found to have 
been cast for Hett. 

The long suspense was over and a siyh 
of relief ran through the court room, 
Til K ANNOUNCEMENT. 

Hon. Mr. Justice (Jr;iy— The legal 
count is now over, und the numbers 
are : 

Pooley 72 

Hett 71 

As I have decided that the election is 
not void, I declare Pooley elected by a 
majority of one. I am now required to 
send a certificate to Hie speaker (and fail- 
ing a speaker, to the clerk) of the House. 
I shall do so unless counsel for respondent 
can show any reason why I should not 
sign the certificate. 

Mr. Pollard said he would ask the 
court to reeervo a point in Lavender's 
case. 

Hon. Mr. Justice- Gray — Have I any 
power to reserve the point after making 
tho determination > 



Mr. Pollard said that with regard to | 
Lavender there were two English cases to 
tho oflect that where an objection was 
made as to an alien voting he should not 
be struck oil' the list without reference to I 
a full court. An objection of a similar 
character in an English election court 
was withdrawn by the person objecting 
to the alien's vote. 

Hon. Mr. Justice tiray — If tho law is 
clear that an alien cannot vote why re- 
serve a point i 

Mr. Pollard — There is in the acl no 
prohibition against an alien voting. 

Hon. Mr, Justice Gray — Hut the law j 
requires a man to bo a British subject 
.before he can vote. Tho English law 
(produced) gives an alien power to hold 
land, etc., but not to voto for members 
of parliament. By the local act the right 
to voto is conferred on males 21 years of 
age, but disqualifies by that act who havo 
the rights of natural born British sub- 
jects. The dominion act does not regu- 
late the election matters of provinces. 

Mr. Pollard said he based his applica- 
tion on the proceedings in English courts, 
where tho point had never been decided. 
The court cannot take away a mail's right 
to vote, 

Hon. Mr. Justice Gray — But he nuve 
had tho right. 

Mr. Pollard cited an English election 
casu tried in 1881, in support of hia 
point ; also the local act. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Gray said the impe- 
rial act which he had quoted expressly 
precluded aliens from voting and that act 
applied hero: 

Mr. Pollard further urged an objection 
to liowron's evidence, thoro being no 
power vested in a supreme court judge to 
take evidence by commission. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Gray said the ques- 
tion was decided in chambers long ago. 

Mr. Pollard continued lo urge his ob- 
jection. 

Hon. Mr. Justice Gray quoted from the 
local act in support of the power to grant 
a commission. He would, however, give 
counsel the benefit of a reference to the 
full court immediately not that he had any 
doubt in the matter; but because the 
case was so close that every latitude pos- 
sible should bo given respondents, 

Mr. Davie said he could show that, 
thero was no appeal. 

Hon. Mr. Justico Gray said Mr. Davie 
could take tho objection to-morrow before 
the full court. 

Tho court was then adjourned t ill II 
o'clock on Thursday. 

CRAZY CALIFORNIA PARENTS 
MURDER THEIR FOURTEEN- 
YEAR-OLD SON. 

Commandod to Do So by tho Lord, ? 

Santa Ana, Nov. 12.— Josiah B. Smith^ 
a fisherman, living 011 Bolsa Chica beach^ 
near Westminster, murdered his 14-year* 
old son, by cutting his throat, last week 
Saturday the body was hastily buried by 
Smith, and nothing was known of it until 
yesterday noon, when the murderer con- 
fessed the crime to some hunters. He 
said that when he was fishing a few days 
ago the Lord commanded him to stop and 
become a Dshur of men. He says the 
Lord commanded him to sacrifice his sou 
and he did it. His wife seems to be a 
party to tho deed. Sue says the Lord 
commanded and thoy had to obey. The 
family aro Mormons and are considered 
crazy. The entire family are under ar- 
rest. 

On being arraigned, Smith plead guilty 
as charged and reiterated his statoment of 
committing the crime under divine inspir- 
ation as a sacrifice to tho Lord. The only 
witnesses aro Smith and his wife, both of 
whom give tho sickening details of thu 
horriblo affair and tho way it was carried 
out. The wound was an immonse cut in 
tho cheit, done by one strong blow with 
a butcher knife, driven with such force as 
to cut the breast bones and penetrate 
sonio eight inches. When the murderous 
blow was struck the boy was

The body was disinterred and decom- 
position was found to have set in, yet re- 
gardless of the sickening sight before him, 
Smith stood over the body aud deliber- 
ately replaced the knife in the ugly wound, 
showing just how he conimittod the deed. 
Thoro was 110 one present whon the mur- 
der was committed except the inhuman 
parents. Smith was bound over to appear 
on a charge of murder and is in tho county 
jail at Loa Angeles. On the conclusion of 
tho examination and the finding of the 
justice being announced, thore was a 
strong fooling of lynch law. Had the 
man been at all ugly he would never have 
seen another day ; but his utter passive- 
nass savud his neck for a time at leant.

and "Laughing Quartette, " and the 
" Torpedo and the Whale," from " Oli- j 
vetto," serve to mako up a musical pro- j 
gramme which it would bo difficult to im- \ 
prove upon. All this and much more 
will be heard by those who attend Phil- 
harmonic Hall this evening. As tho 
music will bo varied nightly, the opening 
performance of the Boston Comic Opera 
Company should not be neglected.

EUROPE AND EGYPT. 



Paris, Nov. 10. — Premier Duclerc, 
President of the Council, in the opening 
of chambers yesterday said : Our rela- 
tions with foreign nations were very 
pleasant. Certain changes had occurred 
in Egypt in consequence of the occupa- 
tion by tho British, but no permanent 
settlement of the present complications 
would be made without Franco having a 
voice in it. Friendly assurances have 
been received from tho government of 
Croat Britain upon this subject. The 
French mi'iistry would without doubt 
conduct ail affairs with prudence, foster- 
ing a spirit of conciliation, but it would 
not thwart the majority. Tho ministry 
were prepared to continue their func- 
tions. Tho chamber received the speech 
coldly, failing to cheer even its most vig- 
orous and effective portion, and at times 
there were ill-suppressed sneers ou the 
part of some members. The extreme 
left of the chamber have, after a meeting 
in which there was a broad discussion of 
the subject, decided at the first opportu- 
nity to interrogate the ministry upon its 
general political policy. 

After the sitting of the Chamber of 
Deputies the members of the left held a 
meeting and passed resolutions in favor 
of revising the constitution. Tho mem- 
bers of the right held a meeting and re- 
solved to maintain an expectant attitude. 

Lord Lyons, British Ambassador, to- 
day delivered to Duclerc a note on the 
subject of Egypt. 

It is announced the budget conimittoe 
have unexpended credits amounting to 
only GO, 000,000 francs, and not 153,000,- 
000 as stated by the finance minister 
Monday. It will therefore bo neecssary 
to obtain 100,000,000 from the account 
of the floating dobt. 

Tho Times says of Duclerc, that lie has 
nut altered the aspect tif affairs in France 
and says it must continue to rogard Gam- 
betta as the real arbiter of tho French 
destiny, whoever may bo the republican 
statesman nominally exercising power. 

Pesth, Nov. 10.— Count Kalnoky, 
Austrian Premier, in speaking to a com- 
mittee of the delegation, said thy alliance 
of Austria, Germany and Italy completely 
consolidates them, and tho inability of 
Emperor -Francis Joseph to repay King 
Humbert's visit was ascribable to causes 
unconnected with the relations between 
both countries, and tho cordiality exist- 
ing was not thereby affected. Count 
Kalnoky further said the Czar's peaceful 
convictions pledged that from Russia no 
danger threatened European peace, and 
he apprehended no disturbance of peace 
in Europe from any quartor. 

London, Nov. 10.— The Standard this 
morning regards tho American election 
as a robuko to Republicans almost 
amounting to disaster, and asks whether 
the Republican party will retain enough 
energy and cohesion to purge out tho 
vicious elements that has long learenod 
their mass. 

Lvo.vs, Nov. 11.— Ono workman em- 
ployed by the French government in its 
tobacco factory for violating the rules of 
the institution. This so enraged ti is fel- 
low laborers that they seized the manager 
and attempted to avenge their comrade 
by throwing tho manager into the river. 
The police and government authorities 
interfered and with great difficulty suc- 
ceeded in rescuing him. 

London, Nov. 11. — The parliamentary 
committee appointed to investigate the 
imprisonment of E. Dwyer Gray, will 
submit with their reports that of the 
chairman of the committee. 

It says: The matter referred to the 
committee does not demand further at- 
tention of the house, and Judgo Lawson 
fulfilled his duty in informing the house 
of Grey's imprisonment." 

Parnell s report admits that Judge 
Lawson's action was legal, but tho action 
was insufficient reason for imprisoning a 
member of parliament. Dihvyn's report 
is nearly similar. 

Tho " Economist," commenting upon 
tliu results of state elections in tho Unit- 
ed States, considers tho return of the de- 
mocrats to power cannot fail to be fol- 
lowed by large results, one of which will 
be an effort to induce Canadians to enter 
the union, and that many circumstances 
would tend if Canada consented to enter 
the union to make Canada democratic ra- 
ther than republican. 

Vienna, Nov. 11. — It is rumored tho 
working people intend storming tho mu- 
seum of arms and town hall, and as a 
special safety measure a detachment of 
troops will occupy both buildings. 

Many arrests of working people are 
being made. Baron Conrada, governor 
of the police, was shot at while on parade 
to-day. His person was unhurt although 
the bullet pierced his clothes. The 
would-be assassin was arrested. 

Paris, Nov. 11. — In accordance with 
tho new prefect's promise to the munici- 
pality, tho crucifix was removed yester- 
day from only the primary schools, whero 
it, still remained. 

London, Nov. 11. — Tho Times says the 
clotcuro hands over the minority abso- 
lutely into tho power of tho majority, 
which it. may tnumber by only one 
voice. 

Madrid, Nov. 11. — It is believed in 
diplomatic circles tho Cuban rofugee ques- 
tion may be considered settled. 

DriiLiN, Nov. 11. — At the corporation 
meeting yesterday, aftor a heated discus- 
sion, F. D. Sullivan, who is a member of 
Parliament as well as of the corporation, 
offered an amendment against presonting 
Con. Wolseley the freodom of the city. 
Tho amendment was carried 27 to 21. 
The meeting then adjourned. 

Berlin, Nov. 11. — Tho National Zei- 
lung thinks that by tho European con- 
trol being abolished, Franco is virtually 
expelled from Egypt and has beon duped 
by England. 

Many journals of this city attribute 
tho democratic victory in the late eloction 
in America to the growing influenco of 
the foroign olement of population. 

London, Nov 11. — A dispatch from 
Durban says tho story of a Boor defeat is 
untrtio. 

Dublin, Nov. 12.— A daring attompt 
was made last evening to assassinate Jus- 
tice Lawson, who presided at the trial of 
E. Dwyer Grey. The judge was passing 
through Clove street on his way to his 
club when a man who was on the oppo- 
site side of the street and acting in a sus- 
picious manner, orossed over and put his 
hand in tho breast of his coat, A police- 
man near by seized tho man and found a 
revolver on him. Tho prisoner was taken 
to tho station where he giivo tho name of 
Oarrigan, although he was recognized as 
another person by a number of the police 
force. It is expected other arrests will 
follow. Tho man arrested was not con- 
nected with any of the recent trials but 
is reported to be a ticket-of-leavc-man and 
the act is said to be the outcome of per- 
sonal malice. The police say Carrigan 
was convicted of a political and not a 
criminal offence. This arrest in expected 
to lead to a discovery of important infor- 
mation in rogard to other matters. 

Justice Lawson was in no way disoon- 
certcd by the attempt on his life and pro- 



ceeded to dine with the Benchers at 
King's Inn Law tomple. Carrigan. who 
was taken to College street police sta- 
tion was charged with attempt to mur- 
der. 

London, Nov. 13 — The steamship An- 
gelic, plying between Gifland and Hull, 
has foundered in the North Sea. Forty 
persons were drowned. 

The steamor Westphalia of tho Ham- 
burg-American line, from New York, 
Nov. 2d for Hamburg, via Plymouth, has 
put into Portsmouth with a hole in her 
port bow received by a collision with an 
unknown steamer off Beachy Head early 
this morning. The Wesphalia is making 
water rapidly and will be docked. A boat 
lowered from the Westphalia to 3uarchfor 
tho other steamer is missing. A steamer 
has been sent to search for the missing 
boat and steamer. 

Later — It is believed the missing steam- 
er has gone to the bottom with all hands; 
also the missing boat of the Westphalia, 
which contained an officer and six men. 
Officers of the Westphalia report that it 
was intensely dark at the time of tho col- 
lision with a hoavy sea. 

The printers in tho city working on 
nowspapers have entered on a strike for 
highor wages. Some papers have con- 
ceded the demand made by the strikers, 
and work is progressing as usual. In gen- 
eral, however, proprietors stood out and 
the printers being equally linn a deadlock 
at tho cases has ensued. 

Dublin, Nov. 13. — The Queen's bench 
bar has expressed to Judgo Lawson its 
congratulations over his escape from the 
murderous assault on Saturday. 

The trial of ten men named Joyce who 
aro charged with monstrous murders, has 
eommonced. 

Particulars receivod from Galloway, 
where thero has been much bad blood 
between peasants, proprietors and magis- 
trates recently, gives an account of the 
attack on Saturday evening on the hunts- 
men. They stoned the riders, struck the 
resident magistrate with rocks, cheered 
for Parnell, Dillon and tho land league, 
and finally succeeded in driving tho pol- 
ice, huntsmen and soldiers in a body from 
the end of cover. Eight arrests have 
beon effected. No one was killed, but 
many were bruised badly . 

Constantinople, Nov. 13.— The Rus- 
sian minister admits that it will bo neces- 
sary to send letters of recall to the Rus- 
sian consul general at Philadelphia, bu- 
cause of his unauthorized and improper 
interference in elections there. 

London, Nov. 13. — In tho House of 
Commons to day, Trevelyan, chief secre- 
tary for Ireland, stated that the first cost 
of working the Irish arrears account 
would be paid out of the Irish church 
surplus. 

Gladstone, in replying to Sir Stafford 
Northcote, while tho judicial proceedings 
wero pending, said it would not bo pos- 
siblo to give tho dato on which ho would 
be willing to discuss tho question of the 
surrender of Arabi Pasha to the Egyptian 
government for trial and punishment. He 
said Arabi would certainly not be put to 
death, unless tho British government was 
first consulted. 

Lord Randolph Churchill moved that 
tho house adjourn, seeing that tho stato- 
inent of tho premier was so unsatisfac- 
tory, it was most necessary that an early 
dato for tho discussion of affairs in Egypt 
be fixed by the House, including tho 
question of tho surrender of Arabi. 
Northcote said he desired to advise that 
tho motion be withdrawn. ' Discussion 
could bo had to-morrow without further 
discussion if tho motion of Churchill bo 
voted down. Bradlaugh went to tho 
Houso of Commons this afternoon to try 
to take his seat. Ho had a brief person- 
al consultation with tho speaker of the 
House and was informed by him that the 
order of expulsion was still in force. He 
then withdrew without making an effort 
towards securing his seat. 

London, Nov. 13. — Tho steamer collis- 
ion occurred at 2 o'clock this morning. 
The missing steamer was bark-rigged, 
and was not seen after the collision. 
Captain Ludwig, of tho Westphalia, im- 
mediately dispatched a boat to try to find 
hor and then made ready her other boats 
in the ovont of the water gaining on tho 
Westphalia. All the pumps are kept go- 
ing without intermission. Tho mails and 
nine passongers landed at Portsmouth 
this afternoon and have been forwarded 
to their destination at the oarliest possi- 
ble moment. The Westphalia is now 
moorod alongside tho dockyard and kept 
clear of water by her pumps. Tho cargo 
is not greatly damaged. Groat praise is 
accorded Captain Ludwig, and the offi- 
cers and crow for their courage and cool- 
ness. From the moment of the collision 
there was a very heavy sea, and it was 
too dark to boo the ship's length. 

Madrid, Nov. Vi. — It is reported that Isabel, the 
new infant born Inst nlitnt, is dangerously ill. 

ALKXAMUiti.\, Nov. 13.— On Monday the body of a 
Russian subject was found lyin^ on the street whom 
be bad been murdered. As the body lay near the 
arsenal, it ii believed the culprit was a native watch- 
man, who ' had beun arrested in possession of a 
blood-covered bludgeon, which bad a piece of the 
head and brains of the victim upon It. Tho native 
donies his guilt, and the explanation of tho presence 
of the weapon is disbelieved. 

Cairo, Nov. 13.— Tin: native population in the 
Delta is in distress on account of the failure of the 
rice crop. Unless aid is iriven them by the govern- 
ment, It Is feared many deaths from starvation will 
ensue. 

Dublin, Nov. 13.— Patrick Delaney, who was 
brought before the police court this morning charged 
with attempting to assassinate Justice Lawson, on 
Saturday night, was remanded till the full jury in tho 
Joy«e murder trial is empaneled. The attorney, in 
opening the case, stated on the prisoner's authority 
that Philvin had turned G^ucou's evidence.
